The judicial machinery for divorce is in constant 
operation before the courts of our city, whose record 
il ustrates every variety of phase of discordant ma- 
trimonial life. A full publication of all these cases, 
as they occur, would reflect the social life as it exiete 
around us, more completely than any other single 
class of issues presented for legal adjudication. 
But their voluminous number alone would be suffi- 
cient, to forbid us from thinking to find space for 
them within the limits of this paper. We are there- 
fore compelled to select only such as from time to 
time transpire, that offer the most salient features 
for instruction and reflection. One of these marked 
cases is at present pending before the Superior Court 
of this city, involving a strange and decidedly origina? 
combination of interest. ‘Che principal parties to it 
kustain to each other not only very eccentric house- 
hold relations, but the whole story is comprised of 
that rare mixture of the grave and lively, the serious 
and comic sides of life, that would seem possible 
ouly in the fermentation of a cosmopolitan capital. 
A leading star in the drawa is a young man, about 
twenty-four years of age, now an Official in the gen- 
eval posi-oflice in this city, and named John Hassett. 
Tlis young man is ihe complainant in the actjon, 
prosecuting his wife for divorce on the ground of 
adultery, The wite thus prosecuted is about twice 
the age of the complaining husband, or, in the lan- 
euage of the prosecution, she is “ old enough to be 
his mother.” ‘This interesting couple were married 
in this city on the 4th of May, 1860, when the. bride- 
groom was a mere youth, {while the wife was a fear- 
jess widow of matare years, with two juvenile 
‘‘responsibilities ” on her bands, This enterprising 
widow having already buried one husband, appeared 
resolved to relieve the solemnity of the grave, by 
the festive character and youthful spirit of a second 
uuptials.
